_ ABSENT WITHOUT LEAVE. 

A Malay: 
Din Kitchell, ‘was veharged at the 
Marine Court, this morning, with 
absenting himself from his‘ ship, 
the ss. Taiyuan, without leave at 
Manila, on July 17th. 

It was stated by Captain H. E. 
Hamilton, that’ the man was ‘a 
quartermaster on board the Taiyuan 
and that when the ship was “In 
Manila on-her way from Hongkong 
to’ Australia the man failed. to 
come back after having gone ashore 
on’ leave. “When the boat-returned 
from Australia on September 25th 
‘the defendant was handed over by 
the Customs authorities. 

Defendant,, who. pleaded “not 
guilty, said. that on the way from 
Hongkong to Manila he. had had 
same: trouble with the Chief Officer 
who: had threatened to strike him. 
He was consequently afraid and did 
not go back to the ship’ He was 
taken into custody by the Customs 
people and held until the ship re- 
turned.
